zine, and in the chief Streets, and planted 4 Pieces of 
Cannon in the Market-place ; and then fent to de- 


_ mand of the Magiftrates the Keys of the Gates and 
_ of the Magazine ; infifting likewife that the Burghers 


fhould bring their Arms into the Magazine,and Quar- 
ter all the Soldiers. The Keys of the Magazine were 


immediately given tohim, and an Inventory being 
taken of the Provifions in it, he reftor’d them to the 


Magiftrates again. But on the 29th the Burghers. 


were commanded to carry their Fire-Arms to the 
Magazine. 
Director inform’d them that the Magiftrates of the 
City had fent Deputies to him, to defire the Diet to 
take cognizance of this Affair, and ufe their good 
Offices that the Burghers might not be oblig’d to 
deliver up their Arms, nor Quarter the Soldiers. All 


the Minifters fhew’d themfelves willing to interpofe 


in this Matter,and made a Remonftrance accordingly 
to the Bavarian Minifter.: Who anfwer'd, that he had

him that the Diet interpos’d in behalf of the City. 
After this, that Minifter took gc

he would make it out to the Diet, and fatisfie them

fters of the Electors, and of the Princes, went into 
their Apartments: the latter prefently came to a Re- 


folution, that the Elector of Bavaria fhould be de- 


manded whether he would chgage to withdraw all 
his Troops out of this City, in cafe the Diet would, 
give him Affurance, that neither the Emperor nor his 
Allies thould enterprize nothing againft it. Burt the 
Electoral College came to no Refolution, feveral Mi- 
nifters alledging, that they muft wait for Inftructions 
from their Principals on an’ Accident fo unexpected 
and fo important ; and have accordingly written to 
them about it. On the 26th, two of the Envoys 
going over the Danube were ftop’d on the Bridge by 
the Bavarian Guard, who refus'd to lec them pafs
